Steel Trost Indictments,

The Indietment
"Wire" trust companies by a federal
grand jury In New York on the charge
of restraini of trade in viclation of the
Sherman law will be taken as prosag-
ing the indictment and prosecution of
the parent concern, the Steel trust
The nine companies are component
parts of the Bteel trust. The latter (s
now belng investigated by a commit-
tee of the house of representatives
and the commissioner of corporations
of the Department of Commerce and
Labor has just concluded an exhaust-
Ive Investigation of It and submitted
his report to the president, by whom
it ls transmitted to congrees,

In explanation of the New York In-
dictmeunts, palns are taken to state
that “there I8 no indlcation that evi-
dence gathered by the buresu of cor-
porations played any part In the in-
dictments.” A reading of the report
of this Investigation, though, tends to
strengthen rather than weaken confl-
dence In the Indictments. It is diffi-
cult to see how a combine could be
more completa and compact than the
one formed by the steel Industry, It
begins with the ore and goes to the
last finished product. According to
the government's report It may be
traced to three specific causes:

1. The restriction of competition
through combination,

2. Integration, that la, the linking
up of productive processea through ae-
quisition under one control of raw ma-
terial and manufacturing plants (and
In some cases transportation facili-
ties) and through extenslons and co-
ardination of manufacturing processes.

8. The creation of a great amount
of inflated securities.

Nothing seems to have been over-
looked In forming an alr<tight com-
bination. And as steol-making Is
basic, affecting the whole industry of
the United States, its workings are in-
deed a matter of vital public concern
as well a8 private Interest. The goy-
ernment would seem, thersfore, to be
facing its crucial task in trust proge-
cution here, not even excepting the
Standard Ofl. With the commission-
er's report before it the house com-
mittee should ba able to facllitate ita
Investigation greatly and wind up af-
fairs so that the Department of Jus-
tiee may go to work without unneces-
sary delay.

Corporations and Courtesy,

One of the blg rallroads entering
Chicago, as well as Omaha, I8 laying
great stress upon a new rule promul-
gated to its employes, enjoining upon
them the Importance of courteous
treatment of the public. By this code
courtesy ls made “the first essentigl”
of the rallroad's relations to its pa~
trons, and woe to that smpioye who
Ignores this!

Instinetively the publle responds to
such gracious deference to its comfort
with a hearty commendation of the
rallroad management. It |s a great
thing when large corporations like
this, with myriads of minor detalls
confronting them, take the time to pee
that all thelr employes, big and little.
are polite to the people who ride upon
their trains. It sa happens, however,
that this very rallroad bhas for Yoars
been the object of fNlerce attack in Chl-
cago becsuse its trains nlong the lake
front pour out their dense volumes of
smoke and cinders, creating a public
nuisance. No asmount of pleading,
coaxing or threatening has yet per-
suanded it to abolish the conditions
responsible for the nuilsance.

The point s that, commendable as
is the growing tendency of steam and
electric rallway companies toward In-
dividual courtesy, that, after all, is a
small matter when compared with cer-
taln other rights of the people that
ire sometimes Ignored by these same
corporations. The people are some-
times made to straln at a gnat and
swallow a camel, while the publie
service company shows off to Eood ad-
vantage at thelr expense. No doubt
the people of Chieago would Appre-
clate It very much If the managers of
this rallroad would be courteous
enough to remove this long-standing
smoke nulsance. They might even be
willing to overlook a fiip remark from
& fresh employe now and then in ex-
change for the larger favor.

Regulating Cold Storage.

Strong opposition to the Heyburn
bUl, which seeks to surround cold
storage of edibles with restrictive rog-
ulation, comes from cold storage oper-
ators, who dec'sre the measure to be
radieal and unfalv. Taking up thelr
plen, the New York Commercial says:

Leginlative restriotion of the bullneas In
bound to come~but mont of the propoanls

for It to date are unremsonable, some of
them preposterous,

That may be, but if it {s—if most
of the proposed methods of regulation
thus far are unreasonable and prepos-
terous——it is dus to the wvery pro-
nounced feoling of indignation
aroused by the extremitles to which
some of the cold storage concerns have
gone without any government re-
straint or regulation. This being the
case, It Is only & matter of time, we
venture to “prediet, remembering the
meat Inspection law and its copse-
quences, untll the governments regu-
lation will adjust itself upon & basis
falr and acceptabdle to all.

Cold storage of food products is a
virtue that mAy too easily be turned
into & vice by abuse, And that is all
the government seeks to do In its pro-
posed regulation—to conserve the
beneficial character of the industry.
But the Industry Is not beneficial to
the public wheu It ls made the means
of speculation, when food products are
kept in for unsafe lengihs of
time and Juggled by stock market

Giving the Case Away.

Among the post-mortem interviews
on the water bond election is the fol-
lowing from Charles R. Bherman, a
member of the Water board:

Of ¢ourse, 1 wanted to see the bonds
Voted. as au member of the Water bosrd
And as a private cltisen and water con-
sumer, but 1 do not think the defeat of
thg_propoistion wad fatal. The bouds will
be voted without any auvestion when the
time comes. I do not ses that the success
or defent of the proposition on Tuesday
could have had any effect In hastenlng or
retarding the actual possession of the plant
by the eity, What it did do was to delay
the conmtruction of an additional maln
from Florence to Omaha, We had the, an-
Fineers at work on that proposition, and
It the bonds were vated it would give us
the money to go alead and dig the dltah
and put In that main without walting for
the outcome of this litigation.

This gives the whole case away and
confirms what The Bee has sald all
along. It also flatly contradicts what
the Water board spokesman pro-
cinimed before the election—that the
voting of the bonds would glve the
city IMMEDIATE possession of the
plant. Why were not Mr. Sherman
and other members of the Water
board frank enough to have divulged
this fact before election rather than
after?

As to expediting construction of the
supply main, the Water board seems
to be In no great haste, otherwise It
would have accepted the offer made
three months ago by the water com-
pany to bulld the main and the work
would now be in progress.

COrime Waves.

The Chicage Examiner points out
two chief remedies for the intermit-
tent waves of crime “that disgrace
Chlcago in spite of the supposed aoc-
tive police force,” which may be of
interest as well to Omaha; prone to
charge Its erime waves upon its police
force, admittedly Inadequate In num-
bers. These remedles gre:

() A law making it o felony to carry
firearms without a special police permit,
punishable with a heavy fine or imprison-
ment, or both.

(2} A repenl of the present indetarminate
santence law and & radical curtallment of
the parole system.

Supreme Court Juktices Unable to
Keep Up with Waorlk,
Chlcago Tribune.

Shortly after Chlef Justice White's ap-
pointment =ome old friends called on him
and arked him to deliver an address. Hin
aAnswer was to take them Into his work-
room where they could see the stacks of
briefs and plies of velumes of evidence that
had to be studied. He sald he had to keep
at them ecarly and Ilate, and had no time
for anything else. What Is true of him Is
equally true o her members of the
eourt.

Most persons found the chlef justice's
upinions in the ofi and tobaeoo trust cuses
too long for reading. Think.of the time it
must have required to prepare them-—nout
the mere writing but the preliminary study
of ducuments nnd the long deliberations
with assoclate justices. There must have
been hours of argument to convert some of
them to his views,

These two oplnlons wera but a fraoction of
the work accomplished by the court. Dup-
Ing the term which has just ended 09 cases
were filed, of which 44 were declded. Dup-
Ing the preceding term 03 camses wers fliad
and only 3% cases disposed of. 8o, In apite
of the Industry of the court, It Is unable to
keep up with its work. There Is & summer
vacation, but, unlike most judiclal vaca-
tlons, It will not be a perfect respite from
toll. There will be under advisement during
the summer about a dozen cases which
Were argued during the last term, but have
not been decided. Some of them are of
sufficlent importance to give the justices
much food for thought.

It |s apparent thiat there will soon have to
be more leglslation for the relief of the
court, There I a full bench and all the
Justices are hard workers, but it Is Impon-
ajble for them to cope with the increasing
volume of business,

KICKING AGAINST THE COURT.

Mr. Bryam Would Like to Overrule
Deelnionn In Trust Cases,
New York World,

Once more Mr. Bryan has declared his
distrust of the supreme court and his dis-
approval of the declsions in the SBtandard
Oll and Tobacco cases, "We may as well
recognine,’” he says, “that we now have no
oriminal law against the trusts,” "He adds
that If the justices of the supreme court
are to be permitted to “leglslate” they
ehould be made elective for fixed termas
and not be appointed for life,

The cause of all this disapproval and de-

nunciation s the declslon of the court
that the statute must be construed resson-
ably. Mr. Bryan says the ‘‘reasonableness
of the restralnt” Is a mere matter of
opinlon., He asks: “In the light of this
decislon who is likely to be convicted of a
eriminal violation of the anti-trust law?”
All statutes must be construed reason-
ably, Lord Coke sald the common law of
England (s lke a stool that rests on
three legs—the leg of precedent, the leg of
Justice and the leg of reason, Did Mr,
Bryan ever hear of a court of any eminence
that did not give ear to reason In declding
any case before it? Did he ever hear of a
criminal case In which the jury was not
instructed to glve the prisoner the bensfit
of any reasconable doubt?
Nothing In the decislon of the court can
be rightfully construed as invalldating the
act as & criminal statute. In faol, the
ressonable construction of It strengthens
it In that respect. No criminal statute that
is unreasonable could be enforced under
our econstitutipn.
